July 29, Owen was at his 
mother’s home in 
Wildmill, Bridgend, 
when a family argument 
broke out. 

Owen had been 
drinking and was very 
drunk. He put his hands 
around his mother’s 
neck, causing her skin to 
turn red. His brother 
intervened and struck 
him a number of times in 
the face. 

With that, said Ms 
Payne, Owen cut his 
brother several times to 
the face with a Stanley 
knife. 

The brother suffered 
injuries which needed 
six stitches. A number of 
others were glued. 

Seconds later, Owen 
head butted a pane of 
glass. 

He was said to have 
one previous conviction 
for causing actual bodily 
harm involving causing 
serious facial injuries. 

His counsel, Hilary 
Roberts, said he 

deserved full credit for 
his guilty plea. 

There was no 

premeditation, he said, 
and he was also struck a 
number of times and was 
distraught by his 

behaviour at stabbing a 
relation. 

Neither victim, he 
added, was willing to 
attend the court and 
Owen, he continued, had 
some mental issues. 

He said he was at low 
risk of committing 
further crimes and many 
references described him 
in glowing terms and 
spoke of his shame. 

One testimonial 
described his personal 
qualities and expressed 
shock at such offending.

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Last months of WWI, but heavy casualties... 
Porthcawl News (September 1918) by Ceri Joseph 



Porthcawl historian Ceri Joseph 
continues her account of life in the 
town 100 years ago. IPs September 
1918y and the conflict is nearing its 
end... 

EPTEMBER witnessed more 
territorial gains for the Allies along 
the Western Front which, apart 
from pockets of resistance, continued to 
reveal the failing strength of the German 
army. 

The month began with the British recapturing 
Lens in the north and Peronne in the Somme 
region. It was seeing the Germans in full retreat at 
Peronne that influenced Haig to initiate an assault 
on the Hindenburg Line. 

Built in the winter of 1916-17, the Hindenburg 
Line had been a German armed defensive barrier, 
consisting of machine gun armed pill boxes along a 
90-mile stretch from Arras to the north of Soissons. 

It had a depth of eight miles within which 20 
German divisions operated attacks and counter¬ 
attacks on Allied positions. It was from here that 
the German Spring Offensive had been launched in 
March 1918. 

On September 12 the Battle of Havrincourt 
signalled the start of the several assaults on the 
Hindenburg Line, which was finally breached on 
September 29 by the British 46th Division at the 
Battle of St Quentin Canal. 

This victory, won by the first, third and fourth 
British Armies, is considered as one of the greatest 
achievements in British military history. 

It was during one of the assaults of the 
Hindenburg Line, The Battle of Canal du Nord on 
September 27, that Private Rowland Gilbert 
Popkin, London Artists’ Rifles was killed. Rowland 
was the younger brother of Sergeant Cedric Popkin, 
the man who is now credited with shooting down 
the Red Baron. 

Their father Dan, or William as he was known in 
Wales, was born in 1863 in Maesteg, emigrated to 
Australia and married Lilian in 1884 in 
Queensland. 

After the birth of their first daughter, Gladys, 
they moved to Sydney, whereupon Sophie, Marjory 
and eventually Cedric was bom on June 20, 1890. 
The couple later had two more children: Dorothy, 
bom 1892 and finally Rowland Gilbert Popkin in 
1894. 

On the death of Lilian in 1902, Dorothy and 
Rowland were sent to live with their father’s sister 
Matilda, and her husband Lewis George Jones in 
Aberkenfig. 

Lewis’s accountancy business was obviously 
financially successful, as according to the 1911 
Census, Rowland was a scholar at Cowbridge 
Grammar School and Dorothy at Howells Girls 
School, Cardiff. 

On leaving school Rowland studied law at a 
university in London, from where on October 26, 
1916 he was conscripted to the London Regiment 
(Artist’s Rifles) 28th Battalion Service No 762984. 

On the death of her husband on April 17, 1916, 
Matilda Jones moved to the Channings’, 33 Mary 
Street, Porthcawl, which was the address Rowland 
had given on his attestation papers. 

After training, Roland’s unit disembarked in Le 
Havre on Febmary 17, 1917. Rowland’s effects, 
including a pair of broken spectacles, were returned 
to his aunt who, at the time of his death, was living 
at 12 Church Street, Porthcawl. Rowland’s body 
lies in Sucrerie British Cemetery, Graincourt-Les- 
Havrincourt, France. He was 24. 

On September 28 the Belgium Army, 
commanded by King Albert, went on the offensive 
for the first time since 1914. Known as ‘The Final 
Advance in Randers’ along a 23-mile front from 
Dixmude to Plogsteert, the Belgian army and the 


British 2nd and 5th armies attacked and broke 
through the German Front. 

Messines was retaken on the 28th and 
Passchendaele on the 29th. As the Allies advanced, 
breaking out of the Ypres salient, fighting 
intensified around the region east of Neuve 
Chapelle. 

During this battle on September 30, Private 
Thomas Frank Percy, l/4th Kings Shropshire Light 
Infantry, was killed. 

Frank was bom 1894, one of seven children, to 
Charles and Sarah Percy in Penarth. In the early 
1900s the family moved to 2, Williams Place, 
Porthcawl, where Charles continued his job as a 
bricklayer. 

It was not uncommon at this time for artisans to 
set up home in Porthcawl, as following the closure 
of the docks the town council was encouraging 
building development in the attempt to draw an 
influx of both residents and tourists alike. 

Frank worked as an ironmonger’s assistant until 
he enlisted into the 17th Battalion, Welsh Regiment 
at Porthcawl, December 1914. By early 1917 he 
had been transferred into the King’s Light 
Shropshire Infantry, with whom he fought at 
Cambrai. 

Frank had spent Christmas 1917 at home, during 
which time he had been presented with a 
wristwatch by the organisers of the Porthcawl 
Heroes Fund. Frank was killed in action near 
Aubers Ridge and is remembered on the Loos 
Memorial. He was 24. 

On that same day Private Percy Trevor Gould, 

1st Battalion The Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment, was killed while serving with the British 
4th Army at the Battle of St Quentin Canal. The 
battle, which involved British, Australian and 
American forces, began on September 29 and by its 
conclusion on October 10 had achieved all its 
objectives, breached the Hindenburg Line and 
paved the way to ‘Victory’. 

Percy Gould, known as Buller, was born in 1899 
in Tramway Cottages, Nottage, the second son of 
James and Catherine Gould. His father James 
worked as a shepherd, but by 1911 was working as 
a farm labourer and had moved the family, which 
now consisted of five children, across the way into 
Lamb Cottage. 

In 1917 the family were living at 17 George 
Street, Porthcawl from where, apart from part-time 
caddying at the golf club, Buller also worked as a 
labourer until he enlisted into the Loyal North 
Lancashire Regiment at Bridgend. 

Private Percy Trevor Gould is buried in 
Bouzincourt Ridge Cemetery, Albert, France. He 
was 19 years old. 

In the Mediterranean theatre of war, events were, 
also coming to an end, but not without a fight. A 
British officer wrote about the Battle of Doiran, 
Macedonia: 

‘When they mobilised us and sent us to the 


Balkans, we all left happy that we would complete 
a pleasant military excursion and will return 
covered in glory. We thought we would gain an 
easy victory over the Bulgarians, but we were 
sorely mistaken.’ 

On September 18 the 11th Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, went into battle with 15 officers and 409 
other ranks. By the evening of September 19 only 
one officer and 40 men were left unwounded. 

Lieutenant Thomas Benjamin Jones, ‘The 
Oaklands,’ Newton, Porthcawl was one of those 
who lost their lives during the assault on Grand 
Couronne against Bulgarian forces fighting to avoid 
annexation. 

TB Jones, as he was known, had been born in 
1894 in 85 Oxford Street, Ponycymmer to Thomas, 
a grocer, and Margaret Jones. He had one sister and 
two brothers; one of whom, Lewis, served in and 
survived the war, firstly in the Royal Horse 
Artillery and later in the Royal Flying Corps. 

By 1911 Thomas, now retired, had moved the 
family to 17 Herbert Street, Bridgend, from where 
TB attended Bridgend Boys Grammar School and 
later Cardiff University, gaining a BSc with 
honours. 

TB served with the 9th South Wales Borderers 
and was wounded at Mametz serving with the 16th 
Battalion, Welsh Regiment. In fact TB had been 
wounded in action three times and was 
convalescing in hospital when he volunteered for 
service overseas and was sent out to Bulgaria. Lt 
TB Jones is buried in the Doiran Military 
Cemetery. He was 24 years old. 

Incidentally, Bulgaria signed an armistice at 
ThesSaloniki (Salonika) on September 29, 1918. 
Bulgaria as a state had been preserved. 

One would think that Porthcawl had suffered 
enough that September but alas, before the month 
was out news reached the town of another casualty. 
Lance Corporal John Hughes, Military Foot Police 
had died at the 63rd General Hospital, Salonika (an 
enteric hospital) on September 7, aged 24. John had 
been born in 1894 in Cefn Mawr, Denbighshire but 
by 1911, John and his father William, who were 
plasterers, had moved with his mother Elizabeth to 
lodge at 12 Railway Terrace, Porthcawl, with 
William and Harriet Hodgson. William Hodgson 
being a plumber is evidence, once again, of the 
growth of Porthcawl at the time. 

At 17 John had first enlisted into the Glamorgan 
RHA Territorial Force in April 1911. He later 
transferred to the Invernessshire RHA in 1916, with 
whom he served out his period of enlistment in the 
Middle East until April 28, 1916 before re-enlisting 
into the Military Police in the May. 

Lance Corporal Hughes is buried in the Salonika 
(Lembet Road) Allied Military Cemetery, where on 
July 21, 1916 Sapper Llewelyn John Lewis, 42 
Suffolk Place, Porthcawl, had previously been 
buried.

New cafe bar gets licence 
— but with strict conditions 


A NEW cafe bar in 
Bridgend has been 
granted a 

permanent licence 
to serve alcohol, 
although residents 
living nearby have 
complained about 
noise when events 
take place in the 
evening. 

No 11 Cafe Bar, which 
opened just under a year 
ago in Ewenny Road, 
Bridgend, is a cafe 
during the day but also 
opens on certain nights 
for events ranging from 
live music to Q&As with 
sports stars. 

Until now the cafe bar, 
co-owned by Xenia 
Yardley and Ceri 
Howley, has operated 
with a Temporary Event 
Notice but a permanent 
premises licence 

provides greater 

flexibility when it comes 
to putting on events. 

The owners say they 
only want to run a couple 
of ticketed events each 
month and have agreed 
to a number of conditions 
as part of the licence 
which permits the cafe 
bar to sell alcohol from 
11am until 11pm from 
Monday to Sunday. 

The conditions include 
no longer permitting any 
drinks purchased at the 
cafe bar to be taken 
outside of the premises 
and ensuring customers 
leave in a “respectful” 
manner. 

But while residents 
living nearby are all for 
the business, they say it 
is in the wrong location - 
being just “steps away” 
from residential 

properties - and claim 
noise from music events 
held to date have caused 
their windows to shake 


and woken up their 
children. 

They told councillors 
at Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
licensing committee on 
Thursday, August 23, 
that events can be rowdy 
and the level of noise was 
made worse due to the 
door being propped open 
allowing the sound from 
amplified live music to 
travel. 

One resident has video 
footage of customers 
dancing the conga down 
the street - something 
which they say has 
happened on three 
different occasions. 

Residents say noise is 
also an issue when it 
comes to the end of an 
event with everyone 
congregating on the 


street as they take taxis 
home. 

One resident told 
councillors: “It’s a really 
great thing in a really bad 
place.” 

Justin Davies, a 
solicitor representing the 
cafe bar owners, said the 
owners had scaled back 
their original plans due to 
concerns from residents. 

He said the licence 
included “stringent 
conditions” and there had 
been no objections from 
environmental health or 
the police. 

Ms Howley told 
councillors that at the 
start of the event staff 
would provide customers 
with the housekeeping 
rules, directing people to 
close the door and smoke 
outside in limited 


numbers. 

To date numbers 
attending events at the 
venue have ranged 
between 13 and 40 
people with the average 
number being around 30 
people. 

Previous events held 
at the cafe bar have 
involved tribute acts and 
Q&As with former Wales 
and Lions skipper Sam 
Warburton and rugby 
referee Nigel Owens. 

The venue is in an area 
with four other licensed 
premises nearby - 
Bridgend Athletics AEG, 
The Coach, Cabo Roche, 
and The Eive Bells.

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New plans for Maesteg Town Hall are revealed 


PLANS for a £6 
million 
redevelopment of 
Maesteg Town Hall 
have been unveiled 
with a glass atrium, 
studio theatre and a 
cafe being built in 
an extension on one 
side of the grade 
two-listed building. 

The town hall, which 
is 137-years-old, is used 
as a theatre with a 
programme of 

professional and 

amateur performances. 

It also provides 
rehearsal and meeting 
space for local groups 
and organisations. 

The plans involve a 
major repair programme 
to the building, as well 
as providing additional 
facilities in the 
extension. 

Toni Cos son from the 
Awen Cultural Trust, 
which runs the town 
hall, said the extension 
would enable greater 
access for people in 
wheelchairs and those 
with pushchairs. 

She said: “A key 
factor of the 
redevelopment is the 
accessibility of the hall. 

“People should be 



able to access it 
regardless of their 
mobility or whether they 
have got pushchairs or 
buggies. 

“At the moment, due 
to the steps at the front 
of the building, their 
access is through a lift at 
the back of the hall 
which was built as a 
trade entrance.”

“A smaller studio 
theatre will give us lots 
of opportunities - we 
will be able to have a 
regular cinema where 
we can show the latest 
blockbusters and local 
groups can use the space 
for rehearsals. 

“We are planning to 
bring in the town’s two 
libraries and have a 
space with lots of new 
technology, a children’s 
area and a meeting 
space.” 

She added: “Many 
people have asked why 
glass is being used - it is 
a Cadw requirement, in 
order to see the listed 
building.” 

Town hall box office 
and marketing assistant 
Aled Williams said: “At 


the moment we haven’t 
got a foyer - once 
you’re through the 
doors, you’re in the 
theatre - and our box 
office is in the library, 
about 200 yards away. 

“When there’s an 
audience of 600, which 
is the capacity, we can’t 
open until half an hour 
before the show which 
means people are 
waiting on the steps - if 
it’s raining that’s not 
ideal.” 

He added: “Three of 
the four sides of the 
town hall are going to 
look exactly the same 
but restored, the glass 
extension is on one side. 

“If the town hall isn’t 
fixed, we have 10 years 
before it will be unsafe - 
it desperately needs to 
be repaired.” 

As part of the planned 
repairs, the slate roof 
will be lifted with a 
breathable membrane 
installed and the slates 


re-laid to deal with long¬ 
standing issues with 
rainwater ingress. 

A public consultation 
on the plans took place 
on Saturday, Monday 
and Tuesday in a unit at 
the outdoor market. 

The plans sparked 
controversy when first 
announced last year 
when it was revealed the 
revamp would not 
include the indoor 
market, which has been 
there from the start. 

The last trader left the 
indoor market earlier 
this year with many 
taking units in the 
outdoor market next to 
the building. 

A planning 

application is likely to 
be submitted to 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) in early autumn 
once the full funding has 
been confirmed.

Penhale-Thomas said: 
“The town hall is the 
jewel in the crown of 
Maesteg with a very 
proud history, so I am 
not surprised that there 
has been a flurry of 
social media activity 
surrounding the plans. 

“This project 

represents the biggest 
single investment in the 
valley for years and will 
ensure it has a bright 
future. 

“Should the project 
go ahead with the 
complete funding 
package, it will put the 
hall on the arts and 
culture map, not just 


regionally, but 

nationally.” 

Funding grants are 
currently being finalised 
with the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, BCBC, 
the European Union and 
the Welsh Government.

Since 
the 1930s, it is estimated 
that we have lost 97 per 
cent of flower-rich 
meadows, leaving 
pollinators hungry and 
homeless. 

Pollinators are vital to 
creating and maintaining 
the ecosystems that many 
animals rely on, 
including humans. They 
also assist in the 
reproduction of 90 per 
cent of the world’s 
flowering plants. 

Founder and 

coordinator of Barry 
Action for Nature, Rob 
Curtis, said: “It is 
important to praise the 
Vale Council when they 
get things right. Even 
though we have just gone 
through one of the hottest 
summers on record, 
many of our wild flower 
patches have recovered 
and are now supporting 
our insect life, which in 


turn benefits all the other 
species as well. Well 
done! 

“Formal planting of 
colourful flowers may 
look nice to humans but 
often they are a desert for 
our pollinators, offering 
no or very little pollen 
and nectar. 

“It is much better to 
plant wild flowers, which 
in turn supports honey 
bees, bumble bees, 
butterflies and moths. 

“We must all set aside 
areas, whether in our 
garden, at work or in our 
parks, for our pollinators. 
Native wild flower mixes 
are easily purchased 
online often very cheaply 
but their value to our 
wildlife is priceless.”

He then told us how 
cadets are given initial 
training from the age of 
13V2 yrs.

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BlacKkKlansman is Spike Lee’s 
most vital film in over a decade... 


C INEMA is a 
perfect place 
for stories so 
incredible you 
could scarcely 
believe they were 
true. 

This can most 
certainly be said about 
Spike Lee’s latest film, 
BlacKkKlansman which 
is based on a true story 
from the early 1970s. 

Ron Stallworth (John 
David Washington) is 
the first African- 
American police officer 
to serve in the Colorado 
Springs Police 
Department, and with a 
desire to prove himself, 
he sets out to infiltrate 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

Teaming up with 
fellow officer Flip 
Zimmerman (Adam 
Driver), the pair go 
undercover and aim to 
take down the group, led 
by David Duke (Topher 
Grace), an aim that is 
easier said than done... 
While still 

undoubtedly prolific. 
Spike Lee has gone 
almost a decade without 
making a film that has 
truly seared its way onto 
the cinema-going public. 


2006 was his box office 
high point with Inside 
Man (perhaps his most 
mainstream offering), 
but since then while 
Lee’s films have 
explored important 
themes, they haven’t 
connected with the 
masses in the same way. 

All that changes with 
BlacKkKlansman, a film 
that on the surface could 
be played for frivolity 
and certainly doesn’t 
lack in humour, but it’s 
also a film that is 
politically and culturally 
of the moment, the 
1970s-set story all too 
sadly relevant in 2018. 

Lee isn’t a director 
known to soft-soap 
anything, but here he 
dials down the 
abrasiveness and strikes 
a tone that has a 
lightness of touch on 
subject matter that is 
definitely hard-hitting. 

There is, of course, 
inherent humour in an 
African-American 
infiltrating the Ku Klux 
Klan (over a telephone 
wire at least), but while 
the Klan are played as 
malevolent fools, there’s 
a constant undercurrent 
of their hate that always 


reins in the danger of it 
falling too far towards 
comedy. 

There is one scene in 
particular that shows this 
extremely well; Lee cuts 
between the Klan getting 
ready for a ritualistic 
ceremony in their pomp 
and an old man (played 
by Harry Belafonte) 
recounting the true story 
of a young man who, 
found ‘guilty’ of rape, 
was beaten, tortured and 
repeatedly set alight - 
the juxtaposition is 
sublimely done, but 
extremely difficult to 
watch. 

He has a cast that is 
extremely impressive 
across the board, most 
notably John David 
Washington and Adam 
Driver. As the two sides 
of Ron Stallworth they 
are excellent; Driver, as 
Zimmerman, we’re more 
than aware of, his 
detective inveigling his 
way through the Klan 
with seemingly nary a 
consideration for 
himself, though Driver 
tells you, through his 
eyes, that all is balanced 
on a knife edge.

New black 
bag limit is 
imminent 


CHANGES to Vale 
Council black bag 
household waste 
collections are set 
to be introduced 
early next week in 
an effort to boost 
the county’s 
recycling 

performance, said 
a council spokes¬ 
person. 

From September 3, 
households will be able 
to put a maximum of 
two black bags of waste 
for collection every 
fortnight. 

Standard size black 
bags need to be used as 
extra-large bags and 
wheelie bin liners will 
not be collected. 

There will be no 
change to collection 
days and residents can 
put out as much dry, 
food and garden 
recycling as they have. 

Additional recycling 
containers can be 
obtained from Barry, 
Cowbridge, Llantwit 
and Penarth libraries, as 
well as some smaller 
libraries and the 
Council’s Alps depot in 
Wenvoe. 

Using a lockable 
caddy, compostable 
bags and weekly food 
waste recycling 
collection instead of 
storing waste in black 
bags can help control 
smells and keep pests 
out. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for 

neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: “We 
need to increase the 
amount that we recycle 
in the Vale. We 
currently recycle 64 per 
cent of our waste, which 
is really good, but we 
need to recycle 70 per 
cent by 2024/25 to meet 
the Welsh Government’s 
mandatory targets. If 
these targets are not 
achieved the council 
may be fined. 

“We have found that 
over 60 per cent of the 
waste put out in black 
bags in the Vale can be 
recycled through 
services provided by the 
Council. We want 
householders who don’t 
recycle to start and 


those who currently 
recycle to recycle more 
by focusing on items 
from around the home. 

“For example, 
shampoo bottles and 
aerosols from the 
bathroom, aftershave 
and perfume bottles 
from the bedroom etc. 
This will help us to 
increase the amount we 
recycle across the 
county. 

“While the targets 
give us a focus and 
something to work 
towards, the change is 
not just about targets, it 
is about becoming 
recycling focused as a 
county.” 

A number of other 
councils have seen an 
increase in recycling 
rates after introducing 
restrictions to black bag 
waste. 

Since making the 
move, Bridgend has 
overtaken the Vale to 
emerge as one of the 
best performing 
authorities in Wales in 
this area, while 
Anglesey, who also 
operate a restricted 
residual waste policy, 
are another near the top 
of the pile. 

It is possible to apply 
for additional bags if six 
or more people live in a 
household or in cases 
where a large amount of 
non-recyclable waste is 
produced, by pets or in 
the form of nappies, for 
example. Such waste 
can be double bagged to 
reduce odour. 

Requests must come 
after attempts have been 
made to keep to the 
restriction and a warden 
may visit to discuss 
individual needs. 

Ash from a coal fire 
may also be placed in an 
additional black bag but 
it must not contain 
anything else, be clearly 
labelled, not heavy; cold 
and the council must be 
informed to expect such 
waste.

Resurfacing work 
leads to road 
closures in Bridgend 


Colwinston 
Craft

Saturday 


TWO major roads 
in Bridgend county 
borough will be 
closed for much of 
next week so that 
they can be 
resurfaced. 

The B4181 

Coychurch Road will be 
closed from its junction 
with Heol Simonston to 
the junction with Erw 
Hir (Longacre) in 
Brackla between 8am 
and 4pm until Sunday, 
September 2, so that 
work can be carried out 
on the 1km stretch of 
road. The top of the 
A4061 Bwlch mountain 
will also be closed for 
resurfacing between 8am 
and 4pm until Sunday, 
September 9. 

The work follows 
other resurfacing which 
has been completed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) in recent weeks 
on routes including the 
B4281 through Cefn 
Cribwr, Brocastle 
Avenue on the Waterton 
Industrial Estate and the 
Stormy Lane junction on 
theA48. 

Temporary diversions 
will be in place. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for 
communities, said: “In 
total, over a dozen of 
Bridgend county 
borough’s most well- 
used roads are being 
resurfaced ready for 
winter as part of a £1.5m 
highways upgrade. 

“We’ve been awarded 
a £1.25m grant from 
Welsh Government to 


carry out the work and 
will also be contributing 
£250k ourselves. Certain 
roads have been 
identified as needing 
resurfacing following 
technical surveys 
undertaken with radar or 
skid resistance testing 
equipment, condition 
surveys and assessments 
conducted by highways 
inspectors, as well as 
any concerns raised by 
the public and 
councillors regarding 
local streets. 

“Once we have re¬ 
surfaced a road, it 
should last for 20 to 30 
years without requiring 
any major repairs. The 
alternative is to patch 
and mend potholes, 
which is double the cost 
of resurfacing. During 
this and the next 
financial year, a total of 
£4m will be spent on 
resurfacing local roads.

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How ploughing 
really was ‘life on 
the edge’ in 1918!

David George was one of about 
six ploughmen who spent some days 
there. The story was that on the 
Friday they finished for the week 
and on Monday found that about half 
an acre of the ground which had 
been ploughed had gone over the 
cliff top into the sea. 

This must have given the 
ploughmen who had been working 
that field a great shock! 

Competitors can rest assured that 
the ground in question will not be 
where the 2018 ploughing match is 
to be held!

Skoda have proved to 
me over the last few 
years that they are more 
than capable of standing 
on their own two feet - 
and I for one now look 
at Skoda as an individual 
company who produce 
fantastic cars. I mean 
just look at the Octavia. 
It’s an awesome car and 
it deserves to be right in 
the spotlight - because 
it’s utterly brilliant in 
every way. 

In power and 
efficiency, the 1.0-litre 
TSi petrol engine has a 
0-62 time of around 9.9 
seconds and a top speed 
of 126mph. Fuel 
consumption is also 
good, giving a combined 
figure of 50-plus mpg. 

So, firstly, how well 
does it get a move on. 
Basically, like a scalded 
cat, if I’m being honest. 
I’m not kidding here 
folks it’s astonishingly 
quick. That 1.0 TSi 
engine for me is the total 
sleeper car - so, be 
warned, if you do decide 
to take it on, you will 
almost certainly be 
crossing the finish line 
in second place. OK, I’m 
kidding a little, but it 
does get a move on 
pretty quickly. 

On the road, the 
115PS engine that was 
fitted to my test car was 
enthusiastic and pretty 
much perfect. Also, into 
the comers, the chassis 
feels poised and tight, 
even when dealing with 


all the potholes and 
bumps on some of our 
worst roads. Plus when 
the tarmac gets twisty, 
the chassis firms up to 
give you maximum grip 
in and out of every 
comer. The steering also 
feels light, direct and is 
perfectly balanced with 
plenty of feedback on 
what the road beneath 
you is doing. 

With regard to the 
interior and technology. 
I’m so glad to see that 
the designers at Skoda 
have paid a lot of 
attention to the detail 
inside the cabin of the 
Octavia. Thankfully, it 
now feels more 
refreshing and modern 
than the previous model 
I tested a while ago. 
Also, the seats are really 
comfy and the controls 
are well set out. The 
Amundsen touchscreen 
satellite navigation 
system and digital radio 
is pretty good too. The 
only thing missing now 
for me is some soothing 
music tracks playing in 
the background. 

On the inside, there’s 
plenty of standard 
equipment, which 
includes dual-zone air 
conditioning, cruise 


control, acoustic rear 
parking sensors, 
touchscreen satellite 
navigation system, 
driving mode selection 
(eco/comfort/sport/custo 
m) and driver fatigue 
sensor 

You also get ESC 
incl,EBV,MSR,ASR, 
EDS, HBA and DSR all 
as standard. That’s what 
I love about Skoda, they 
are not afraid to give 
you everything you will 
ever need, right there 
when you need it. 

Space inside the 
Octavia is very good - 
easily managing to fit in 
a family of four. The 
boot space alone is also 
huge - and you would 
have no trouble at all 
fitting in the whole 
family. Also, if you are 
looking to own the 
Octavia as a business 
car, then go and sign on 
the dotted line right 
‘now’ - before they all 
sell out. 

In summary, I like the 
Octavia because its 
practical and fun to 
drive. It has bags of 
torque and plenty of 
space on the inside. Big 
Skoda smiles here!

THIS is the second 
of the extracts from 
Brian Lee's long out 
of print book, The 
Races Came Off - 
The story of point- 
to-point racing in 
South and West 
Wales. 

Last time we were 
taken back in time to 
1890 and this week we 
find ourselves in 1891... 
The following year, 
1891, the Glamorgan 
Hunt point-to-point 
was held during the 
annual Cowbridge 
Hunt Week. 

This was an annual 
week-long carnival of 
hunting and racing held 
in Cowbridge with a 
different programme 
each day. Bunting would 
be hung up in the High 
Street and the 
steeplechases took place 
at Pennine or Penllyn as 
it is called today. 

The conditions of 
entry for these races were 
similar to the conditions 
of entry for point-to- 
points. But as 

for the actual course, 
the riders had to 
encounter trappy fences, 
natural banks, a couple of 
water jumps and some 
flights of gorse-topped 
hurdles. 

The course for the 
point-to-point races, 
however, was kept a 
close secret until the day. 
The line of country 
chosen was from a hill at 
the Newlands Farm, 
Brocastle, round a flag 
close to St Mary Hill 
Church, and then home, 
the prizes being a silver 
plate for the 12 stone 
lightweight race and a 
choice between a claret 
jug or bowl for the 14 
stone heavyweight event. 

The first race started at 
about 1pm, and in 
between races Mr Bassett 
entertained a large 
company to luncheon in 
a barn adjoining the start. 

Mr Watson, who had 
won the lightweight race 
the previous year, this 
time rode Jurruw to 


victory in the 
heavyweight race, and in 
the lightweight event 
Mostyn, partnered by his 
owner/rider Mr Edgar 
David, was first home. 

“There is a charm 
about these point-to- 
point races which 
contests between-the- 
flags cannot produce,” 
wrote Cosmos. “The 
blatant discord of the 
bookmaker is 

conspicious by its 
absence, and one is 
aware that as much 
depends upon the rider as 
the horse. The course not 
being marked out, it is 
interesting to watch the 
direction which is 
taken,and how a false 
move to the right or left 
throws out the boldest of 
men. Gambling is 
confined to a 
sweepstake.” 

It was in 1895 that the 
Llanharan and Ystrad 
held a point-to-point near 
Llanharan village on a 
Wednesday afternoon. 
There were three races 
over an excellent course 
with good fences and 
some fallow land to 
gallop across at the 
finish. 

The first event was for 
horses not exceeding 
15.h.hh. which had been 
hunted with the hunt 
during the season. 

This race was won by 
Mr J. Davies on a horse 
called Grasshopper. Mr 
Davies also took the 
second race, which was 
for horses over 15 h.h., 
on the one-eyed Blinker, 
a good performer over 
banking courses. 

The third race on the 
card, which was for 
farmers, resulted in a 
lucky win for Mr 
William Jones on Tally- 
Ho, after Irish Lass, who 
had looked all over the 
winner, took a tumble.
